The   Constitution   Oak 

It  was  a  very  thoughtful  and  timely  act  on  the  part 
of  Mr.  George  W.  Rogers,  who  has  been  postmaster  at 
the  Senate  Chamber  of  Virginia  for  some  years,  to 
conceive  the  idea  of  trying  to  learn  how  many  of  the 
Constitution  Oaks  are  still  living  and  their  location.  As 
a  result  of  his  inquiries,  information  was  supplied  which 
enabled  Mr.  Charles  McDowell.  Jr.,  to  write  a  most 
interesting  article  appearing  in  the  recent  issue  of  the 
Times-Dispatch  of  Richmond,  showing  that  more  than 
one  dozen  of  these  trees  are  still 
standing.  Since  then  at  least  a  half 
dozen  more  have  been  found. 

These  pin  oaks,  which  numbered 
139.  were  presented,  one  each,  to 
every  member  of  the  Virginia  Con- 
stitutional Convention  of  1901-2,  and 
to  the  clerks,  the  pages,  and  some 
others.  They  were  mere  saplings  then, 
fifty-seven  years  ago. 

Neither  Mr.  Rogers  nor  Mr.  Mc- 
Dowell knew  at  that  time  of  the  Oak 
here  at  Hampden-Sydney,  brought  to 
Hampden-Sydney  by  Dr.  Richard  Mc- 
Ilwaine,  then  president  of  the  College 
and  the  delegate  from  Prince  Edward 
County  to  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion. This  body  was  composed  of  one 
hundred  members,  and  among  them 
were  a  number  of  very  distinguished 
and  able  men.  Dr.  Richaid  Mcllwaine 
of  the  class  of  '53  had  been  president 
of  Hampden-Sydney  since  1883  and 
did  not  resign  until  1901.  When  he 
assumed  the  office  of  president,  the 
College  was  not  in  a  very  flourishing 
condition,  but  under  Dr.  Mellwaine's  vigorous  admin- 
istration, the  institution  was  built  up  so  that  it  regained 
its  position  of  high  importance  among  our  educational 
institutions. 

Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby,  who  was  a  member  of  the  faculty 
during  a  great  part  of  Dr.  Mellwaine's  administration, 
was  heard  to  remark  a  number  of  times  that  Dr.  Mc- 
Ilwaine's  stature  grew  steadily  and  loomed  larger  as 
time  passed.  Dr.  Mcllwaine  had  been  spoken  of  by  a 
former  student  and  a  brilliant  alumnus  as  "the  clear- 
eyed  rector  of  the  sacred  hill." 

When  Dr.  Mcllwaine  returned  from  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  which  lasted  a  whole  year  and  where 
Dr.  Mcllwaine  had  occupied  no  unimportant  position, 
he  brought  with  him  one  of  the  Constitution  Oaks,  then 
a  mere  sapling.  It  was  promptly  set  out  on  the  campus 
not  more  than  150  feet  from  what  was  then  known  as 
Memorial    Hall    (called    Mcllwaine    Hall    after    Dr. 
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Mellwaine's  death).  This  building  burned  about  two 
years  ago,  but  fortunately  the  oak,  which  has  grown  to 
be  a  very  handsome  tree,  was  uninjured  and  is  still 
standing  ready  to  meet  storms  if  and  when  they  should 
come. 

Memorial  Hall,  largely  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Mc- 
llwaine in  raising  the  necessary  funds,  was  erected  at  a 
period  when  the  type  of  architecture  then  in  vogue  was  not 
noted  for  its  beauty.  However,  at  that  time  it  was  re- 
garded as  a  very  handsome  structure  and  provided  much 
needed  classrooms,  a  new  chapel,  and  on  the  third  floor 
halls  for  the  Union  and  Philanthropic 
Societies.  These  rooms  were  elabo- 
rately furnished  by  the  two  Societies. 
In  those  days,  almost  every  student 
belonged  to  one  of  these  Societies.  As 
is  well  known  now,  the  membership 
fell  off  to  such  an  extent  that  the  two 
were  combined.  It  is  a  great  pity  that 
for  some  unknown  reason  the  students 
ceased  to  have  the  active  interest  in 
these  Societies  that  had  been  a  valu- 
able asset  to  the  College  and  trained 
many  students  in  oratory  and  debate. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  consolidated 
Union  and  Philanthropic  Society  may 
attract  more  students  and  wield  some- 
thing of  the  same  influence  which 
was  potent  during  the  existence  of 
the  two  Societies  of  former  days.  The 
Union  Society  was  founded  in  1789 
and  the  Philanthropic  Society  in  1805.

The  University  of  Virginia 
Gets  a  New  President 

Alter  Colgate  W.  Harden,  Jr..  resigned  last  June  as 
president  of  the  University,  he  agreed  to  stay  on  until  a 
successor  was  chosen.  The  Board  of  Visitors  at  once 
began  to  look  out  for  one  who  would  take  President 
Darden's  place.  Some  one  hundred  and  sixty  men  were 
considered,  but  the  Board  finally  on  February  28,  1959, 
elected  a  member  of  the  faculty,  Dr.  Edgar  Finley 
Shannon,  a  former  Rhodes  Scholar  and  a  Victorian 
literature  scholar,  who  had  been  associate  professor  of 
English  there  for  the  past  three  years. 

Dr.  Shannon  is  a  graduate  of  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  where  his  father  had  been  professor  of  Eng- 
lish, receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  with 
honors.  He  also  holds  the  A.M.  degree  from  Harvard 
and  Duke  University  and  was  awarded  his  Ph.D.  from 
Oxford  University.  He  is  a  man  of  wide  learning  and 
the  author  of  a  number  of  books  and  important  articles 
— a  man  of  outstanding  distinction. 
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He  served  in  the  Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States  in  World  War  II,  enlisting  in  the  Navy  before 
the  United  States  entered  that  conflict.  But  his  active 
service  was  deferred  until  after  he  had  received  his 
A.M.  degree  from  Duke  University.  As  an  ensign,  he 
narrowly  escaped  death  when  the  cruiser  Quincy  was 
sunk  by  the  Japanese  at  the  Battle  of  Savo  Island  in 
August,  1912.  His  captain  and  370  of  his  shipmates 
lost  their  lives  and  many  others  were  wounded.  He  was 
soon  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Lit.  Commander  and  re- 
mained on  combat  duty  until  the  surrender  of  the 
Japanese  at  Tokyo  Bay,  of  which  surrender  he  was  a 
witness.  He  was  later  assigned  by  the  Navy  Department 
as  an  Instructor  at  Harvard  University's  Naval  Reserve 
Officers  Training  Corps. 

It  is  said  that  his  selection  was  a  surprise  to  nearly 
everyone  in  the  university  community,  including  Dr. 
Shannon  himself.  There  were  some,  however,  when  the 
selection  of  a  new  president  had  taken  so  much  time, 
who  hazarded  the  thought  that  the  Board  would  likely 
wind  up  by  selecting  some  member  of  the  faculty.  While 
Mr.  Shannon  has  had  no  great  amount  of  administrative 
experience,  with  his  great  ability,  wide  knowledge,  and 
the  positions  of  responsibility  which  he  has  held  in  ad- 
dition to  having  been  an  officer  in  the  Navy,  we  believe 
lie  will  measure  up  to  the  demands  of  this  high  position 
and  prove  that  in  him  the  Board  of  Visitors  has  made 
a  wise  choice. 

Dr.  Shannon  will  be  the  fourth  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  the  first  president  having  been  Dr. 
Edwin  A.  Alderman.  Dr.  Alderman  was  succeeded  by 
Dr.  John  L.  Newcomb,  whose  successor  was  ex-governor 
( iolgate  W.  Harden,  Jr.  Prior  to  Dr.  Alderman's  presi- 
dency, Mr.  Jefferson's  university  had  no  president  but 
had  been  presided  over  by  a  member  of  the  facultv 
with  the  title  of  "Chairman". 

Dr.  Shannon  is  just  forty  years  old,  which  is  an  ad- 
mirable age  to  be  put  in  charge  of  our  great  university. 
He  is  married  and  has  two  daughters.  Hampden-Sydney 
wishes  for  him  and  predicts  for  him  an  administration 
which  will  redound  to  his  credit  and  that  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 


Dr.   Hardy   Cross,    '02 

This  eminent  alumnus  and  world-renowned  engineer 
in  the  structural  field  died  at  his  home  in  Virginia 
Beach  February  11,  1959,  at  the  age  of  seventy-four 
after  a  brief  illness.  He  had.  however,  been  in  failing 
health  when  he  established  his  residence  at  Virginia 
Beach  in  1955  following  his  retirement  as  head  of  the 
Department  of  Civil  Engineering  at  Yale  University. 
He  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  at  the  age  of  17,  tak- 
ing the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  with  high  honors. 
He  was  a  brilliant  student  and  was  "fellow"  for  the 
session  1902-03.  When  he  was  a  student  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  the  custom  was  to  name  an  outstanding  senior 
as  "fellow"  whose  duty  it  was  to  teach  new  students 
who  were  not  then  prepared  for  the  freshman  class. 
Hardy  Cross  taught  the  subjects  of  Latin,  Greek,  and 
mathematics.  After  graduation  at  Hampden-Sydney  he 
went  to  Norfolk,  where  he  taught  in  Norfolk  Academy 
for  three  years — he  had  received  his  preparatory  educa- 
tion at  that  institution.  He  then  entered  Massachusetts 


Institute  of  Technology,  wdiere  he  soon  received  his  de- 
gree in  Civil  Engineering.  He  also  was  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  University,  taking  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Science.  For  seven  years  he  was  assistant  professor  of 
Civil  Engineerine  at  Brown  University.  He  also  held 
professional  posts  in  New  York  and  Boston.  Before  re- 
suming teaching  in  1921,  he  was  Professor  of  Civil 
Engineering  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  later  came 
to  Yale,  where  lie  was  head  of  the  Department  of  Engi- 
neering. At  one  time  he  was  an  engineer  in  the  Bridge 
Department  of  the  Missouri-Pacific  Railway  and  was  a 
consultant   in  many  important  engineering  projects. 

Dr.  Cross  was  a  native  of  Nansemond  County.  His 
father,  Thomas  H.  Cross,  was  a  student  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  but  left  to  enter  the  Confederate 
Army  and  fought  throughout  the  entire  four  years  of 
that  fratricidal  conflict.  About  the  year  1896,  Mr.  Cross 
came  to  Hampden-Sydney  bringing  his  two  sons,  Tom 
Pete  Cross  and  Hardy  Cross,  so  that  they  might  receive 
their  education  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  Mr.  Cross 
was  the  postmaster  at  Hampden-Sydney  for  several 
years. 

Tom  Pete  Cross,  the  older  brother  who  graduated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  two  years  prior  to  the  graduation  of 
Hardy,  was  also  an  excellent  student  and  became  a 
teacher  of  great  distinction.  He  was  Professor  at  Chicago 
University  until  his  retirement  some  years  ago.  He  died 
a  few  years  before  his  brother  Hardy. 

Hardy  Cross  was  a  man  of  great  personal  attraction 
and  was  much  beloved  by  his  students.  He  was  a  recipi- 
ent of  a  number  of  awards  and  medals  in  recognition  of 
his  notable  achievements.  He  was  a  member  of  many 
scientific  societies  and  the  author  of  valuable  textbooks 
and  professional  articles. 

It  was  a  source  of  satisfaction  and  gratification  to  the 
College  that  he  came  back  to  Hampden  Sydney  several 
years  ago  to  receive  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  key.  It  seemed 
surprising  with  his  remarkable  record  as  student, 
teacher,  and  engineer  that  he  wished  to  receive  this 
award  from  his  old  alma  mater.  There  was  no  chapter 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at  Hampden-Sydney  during  his  stu- 
dent days.  His  wife,  the  former  Edythe  Tenner,  who 
was  a  most  attractive  woman,  accompanied  Dr.  Cross  to 
Hampden-Sydney  on  at  least  one  occasion.  She  died 
some  time  in  1956. 

Hardy  Cross  will  always  be  remembered  as  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  graduates  who  ever  attended  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  will  stand  at  the  very  top  of  her  distin- 
guished sons. 


William   Walton   Bondurant, 
'99-'00 

William  Walton  Bondurant  of  the  class  of  1899-1900 
died  on  the  13th  day  of  February,  1959,  at  San  Antonio. 
Texas,  at  the  age  of  eighty-one.  nis  old  home  was  at 
Rice  in  Prince  Edward  County  and  he  was  living  there 
when  he  entered  Hampden-Sydney  College.  He  was  an 
excellent  and  industrious  student  and  took  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1899  and  was  "fellow"  for  the  year 
1899-1900,  teaching  the  subjects  of  Latin,  Greek,  and 
mathematics.  These  "fellows"  were  generally  spoken  of 
as  sub-professors.  Mr.  Bondurant  received  his  A.M.  de- 
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gree  in  1900.  Later  he  attended  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  Austin  College,  Texas.  In  1906  he  moved 
to  San  Antonio,  Texas,  and  purchased  San  Antonio 
Academy,  later  consolidated  with  Texas  Military  In- 
stitute. He  then  became  superintendent  of  Texas  Mili- 
tary Institute  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  1947. 
He  had  been  superintendent  emeritus  of  Texas  Military 
Institute  since  1952. 

He  also  served  as  president  of  Daniel  Baker  College 
in  Brownwood,  Texas,  in  1915  and  1916;  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Texas  Commission  on  Secondary  Schools 
from  1927  to  1935;  and  was  the  organizer  and  past 
president  of  the  Texas  Association  of  Private  Schools. 
He  made  for  himself  a  high  reputation  as  the  head  of 
these  institutions. 

"While  he  made  Texas  his  home  from  the  time  he  first 
went  to  that  state,  he  was  never  weaned  from  his  native 
state  or  his  old  college  and  made  frequent  trips  back  to 
his  old  home  and  to  his  alma  mater. 

Mr.  Bondurant  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  a  Knight  Templar,  a  Shriner,  and  was  listed  in 
Who's  Who  in  America.  Though  his  only  son,  Dr.  W.  W. 
Bondurant.  Jr.,  never  entered  Hampden-Sydney,  others 
of  his  kinsmen  in  Texas  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  for 
their  college  education.  The  Bondurants  for  a  number 
of  years  have  been  students  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
have  attained  enviable  positions. 

Billy  Bondurant,  as  many  of  his  college  mates  called 
him.  was  must  popular  and  highly  regarded.  Not  many 
of  his  college  mates  are  now  living,  but  those  who  re- 
main are  saddened  at  the  passing  of  this  prominent 
educator  and  friend  of  years  that  are  now  passed.

In  any  case,  the  car  population  of 
the  College  has  grown  tremendously  in  recent  years,  as 
everywhere.  Xew  parking  spaces  have  had  to  be  pro- 
vided, and  on  occasion  there  is  even  one-way  traffic 
around  Fraternity  Circle. 

We  shall  never  forget  the  odd  spectacle  a  few  Junes 
a«jo  when  the  senior  class  was  being  rehearsed  for  com- 


mencement. Having  linished  their  business  at  the 
church,  they  were  to  move  over  to  the  auditorium,  a 
few  hundred  yards  distant.  Dean  ^'ilson  and  the  faculty 
men  who  were  helping  him  made  the  trek  across  the 
campus  on  foot.  The  seniors,  almost  to  a  man,  hopped 
into  their  parked  cars  and  made  the  short  trip  on  wheels 
in  noisy  (and  noisome)  cavalcade,  well  rested  to  greet 
the  Dean.

To  the  Alumni:

Two  new  appointments  to  the  Hampden-Sydney  fac- 
ulty for  the  next  college  session  have  been  announced. 
Dr.  Samuel  Wilfred  Halm  will  come  as  professor  of 
mathematics,  and  Dr.  Donald  G.  Kubler  as  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry. 

Dr.  Halm,  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  is  currently 
head  of  the  department  of  mathematics  at  Wiathrop  Col- 
lege in  Rock  Hill,  S.C.  He  attended  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege, where  he  was  student  body  president  and  tennis 
captain.

Three    New    Scholarships 
Established 

One  of  the  great  needs  at  Hampden-Sydney,  as  at 
every  college,  is  the  establishment  of  more  scholarships 
for  the  attraction  and  encouragement  of  good  and  de- 
serving students.  Three  such  scholarships  have  been 
established  here  at  the  College  in  recent  months,  as 
follows : 

•I  Mr.  Warren  W.  Hobbie  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  is  pro- 
viding funds  to  endow  the  Warren  W.  Hobbie  Scholar- 
ship. The  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  will  be  awarded 
annually  to  a  recipient  chosen  on  the  basis  of  academic 
ability  and  demonstrated  need. 

<jThe  congregation  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  has  given  five  thousand  dollars  to 
Hampden-Sydney  to  create  the  Eva  Y.  Jones  Scholar- 
ship. The  money  is  part  of  a  bequest  left  to  the  church 
by  Mrs.  Jones.  Income  from  the  gift  is  to  provide  a 
scholarship  to  be  awarded  annually  to  a  student  pre- 
paring for  the  Presbyterian  ministry  and  in  need  of 
financial  assistance. 

•I The  Misses  Elizabeth  I.  and  Frances  M.  Tynes  of 
Tazewell,  Virginia,  have  provided  funds  to  endow  a 
scholarship  in  memory  of  their  brother,  Achilles  Lacy 
Tynes.  Dr.  Tynes  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1894,  and  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Hampden-Sydney  from  1921  to  1947.

He  is 
one  of  1,200  American  and  Canadian  students  chosen 
from  a  list  of  7,000  candidates  from  700  colleges  to 
pursue  graduate  work  under  the  program  of  the  Wood- 
row  Wilson  National  Fellowship  Foundation.  The  pur- 
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pose  of  the  Foundation  is  to  recruit  and  support  prom- 
ising scholars  for  their  first  year  of  graduate  study,  in 
an  effort  to  help  meet  the  burgeoning  demand  for  col- 
lege teachers.  Mr.  Wood  will  work  in  the  field  of  English 
literature. 

Each  Wilson  Fellow  receives  a  living  allowance  of 
$1,500  plus  the  full  cost  of  tuition  and  fees.  They  are 
chosen  after  rigorous  screening  by  committees  of  fac- 
ulty members.  Of  this  year's  group  of  winners  (875 
men  and  325  women).  38%  are  planning  to  take  courses 
in  the  humanities.  34%  in  the  social  sciences,  and  28% 
in  the  natural  sciences  and  mathematics.

►  The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, which  dropped  its  foreign  language  entrance  re- 
quirement in  1941.  last  June  by  unanimous  faculty  vote 
decided  to  require  three  years  of  a  foreign  language  for 
entrance.  This  becomes  effective  in  the  fall  of  1962. 
Furthermore,  Cornell  officially  recommends  to  school 
administrators  that  high  school  students  be  counseled 
to  take  four  years  of  one  language  ("with  the  objective 
of  achieving  a  really  useful  knowledge")  and  at  least 
two  years  of  another;  "where  the  opportunity  exists,  stu- 
dents are  urged  to  begin  the  study  of  a  foreign  lan- 
guage in  the  seventh  grade  or  earlier.'- 


►  "I  am  convinced  that  all  higher  education  should  in- 
volve a  course  in  the  history  of  science  from  the  17th 
century  to  the  present  day,  and  a  survey  of  modern 
scientific  knowledge  in  so  far  as  this  can  be  conveyed 
without  technicalities.  ...  If  Homer  and  Aeschylus  had 
not  existed,  if  Dante  and  Shakespeare  had  not  written 
a  line,  if  Bach  and  Beethoven  had  been  silent,  the  daily 
life  of  most  people  would  have  been  much  what  it  is.

Six  members  of  the  40-man  commission  of  General 
Assembly  members  appointed  by  Governor  J.  Lindsay 
Almond  to  seek  a  solution  to  the  integration-segregation 
impasse  in  Virginia  are  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney.

The  Reverend  W.  B.  Heyward,  '37,  Presbyterian

Since  becoming  pastor  of  the  Raeford  Presbyterian 
Church  in  1947,  Mr.  Heyward  has  entered  into  the  life 
of  the  community  with  interest  and  concern.

Letters  from  Alumni 

New    H-S    Buildings    Should    he   of   Contemporary 
Design 

To  The  Record: 

Enclosed  please  find  a  clipping  from  the  Baltimore 
Sun  which  I  think  should  be  of  interest  to  those  re- 
sponsible for  the  selection  of  the  designs  of  the  buildings 
incorporated  in  the  Hampden-Sydney  building  project 
now  underway.  It  describes  a  building  recently  con- 
structed at  St.  John's  College  in  Annapolis. 

In  many  ways  I  feel  that  there  is  a  great  similarity 
in  these  two  institutions — St.  John's  and  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Several  months  ago  I  was  fortunate  enough 
to  have  an  opportunity  to  walk  through  the  grounds  of 
St.    John's    and    to    absorb    the    academic    atmosphere 
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heavily  steeped  in  Georgian  tradition.  Every  step 
brought  to  memory  the  same  atmosphere  present  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  However,  the  administrators  of  St. 
John's  realize  that  this  institution  is  a  living  thing  turn- 
ing out  scholars  capable  of  dealing  with  the  problems 
of  the  twentieth  century.  With  this  in  mind  I  think 
that  they  acted  quite  wisely  in  selecting  one  of  the  out- 
standing designers  in  America  today  [Richard  Neutra] 
to  design  these  new  facilities. 

Although  I  have  not  seen  the  building,  I  am  certain 
that  it  is  of  such  quality  as  to  lend  to  the  campus  a 
spirit  of  progress  rather  than  a  fog  of  eighteenth- 
century  smugness. 

The  New  Yorker  of  January  third  includes  an  article 
under  the  heading  of  Profiles  which  deals  with  another 
contemporary  architect,  Edward  Stone.  Although  his  ap- 
proach is  quite  different  from  that  of  Mr.  Neutra,  both 
arrive  at  solutions  which  speak  well  for  our  architectural 
age  and  heritage.  .  .  . 

In  trying  today  to  work  in  a  traditional  style  we 
often  must  sacrifice  a  bit  of  the  requirements  of  modern 
utility  for  the  sake  of  the  traditional  and  a  bit  of  the 
traditional  for  the  sake  of  the  requirements  of  modern 
utility.  What  do  we  produce?  A  bastard  design  which  is 
faulty  both  in  the  light  of  traditional  style  and  in  the 
light  of  modern  utility. 

I  would  urge  those  entrusted  with  the  task  of  selecting 
designs  for  the  new  buildings  not  to  be  so  prone  to  feel 
that  only  a  Georgian  or  "modified  Georgian"  (for  so  I 
believe  this  type  of  college  architecture  is  often  desig- 
nated) building  will  do.  After  viewing  buildings,  both 
contemporary  and  traditional,  which  other  colleges  and 
universities  have  recently  constructed,  and  after  becom- 
ing thoroughly  familiar  with  what  the  contemporary 
architects  are  doing  elsewhere,  perhaps  the  committee 
will  realize  that  one  of  these  men  has  something  to 
offer  Hampden-Sydney. 

It  would  hurt  me  indeed  to  feel  that  St.  John's 
has  the  edge  on  my  alma  mater.

Record  carried  a  picture  of  the  H.  B.  Moore  Memorial  Gymnasium, 
which  now  serves  the  school's  sports'  program.

BONDURANT.  Dr.  William  Walton  Bondurant,  '99,  died  at  his 
home  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  on  February  13,  1959.  He  was 
eighty-one  years  old. 

Dr.  Bondurant  was  a  native  of  Prince  Edward  County,  Vir- 
ginia, the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  W.  Bondurant. 
He   received   his    A.B.    degree   at    Hampden-Sydney    College,    and 


later  did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  at 
Austin  College  in  Sherman,  Texas.  Following  his  graduation  in 
1899,  Dr.  Bondurant  remained  at  Hampden-Sydney  as  a  teach- 
ing Fellow  in  Latin  and  Greek  for  the  1899-1900  session.  After 
teaching  a  few  years  at  Austin  College,  Dr.  Bondurant  moved  to 
San  Antonio  in  1906  and  purchased  San  Antonio  Academy.  In 
1926  the  school  was  consolidated  with  Texas  Miltary  Institute  and 
Dr.  Bondurant  was  superintendent  from  that  time  until  retirement 
in   1947.  In   1952  he  was  named  superintendent  emeritus. 

From  1915  to  1916  Dr.  Bondurant  served  as  president  of  Daniel 
Baker  College  at  Brownwood,  Texas.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Texas  Commission  of  Secondary  Schools  from  1927  to  1935  and 
was  organizer  and  past  president  of  the  Texas  Association  for 
Private  Schools.

CROSS.  Dr.  Hardy  Cross,  '02,  world-renowned  in  the  field  of 
structural  engineering,  died  on  Wednesday,  February  11,  1959,  at 
the  age  of  74. 

In  1955,  four  years  after  his  retirement  as  head  of  the  civil 
engineering  department  at  Yale  University,  he  established  resi- 
dence at  Virgin:a  Beach.  Dr.  Cross  was  a  consultant  to  an  engi- 
neering firm  and  a  professional  writer.  Last  fall  he  traveled  to 
Manchester,  England,  to  receive  a  gold  medal  from  the  Institute 
of  Structural  Engineers  there. 

He  received  a  B.A.  degree  in  1902  and  a  B.S.  degree  in  1903 
from  Hampden-Sydney  College,  from  which  he  graduated  at  the 
age  of  17.  After  teaching  for  a  year  at  Hampden-Sydney,  he  went 
back  to  his  old  school,  Norfolk  Academy,  and  taught  English  and 
mathematics. 

Dr.  Cross  was  awarded  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  civil 
engineering  from  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  In  1921 
he  went  to  Brown  University  as  a  professor  of  civil  engineering, 
and  in  1937  he  took  the  position  at  Yale  University,  retiring  in 
1951. 

Recipient  of  numerous  awards,  he  was  recently  nominated  by 
the  Virginia  Society  of  Professional  Engineers  for  the  top  honorary 
award  of  the  national  society. 

Dr.  Cross  was  a  native  of  Nansemond  County,  and  the  last 
surviving  member  of  his  family,  which  included  another  distin- 
guished Hampden-Sydney  alumnus,  Tom  Peete  Cross,  '99,  a 
brother. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Christ  Church,  Smithfield,  with 
burial  in  the  family  lot  at  the  cemetery  there.

McKINNEY.  Charles  D.  McKinney,  Sr.,  '90,  died  at  Emory  Uni- 
versity Hosp:tal,  Decatur,  Georgia,  on  December  13,  1958.  He 
was  eighty-seven  years  old. 

A  native  of  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  Mr.  McKinney  went 
to  Georgia  as  principal  of  the  Bainbridge  Graded  School  then  to 
Decatur  to  become  the  associate  principal  of  Donald  Frazer 
Hgh  School.  Later  Mr.  McKinney  attended  the  Law  School  at  the 
University  of  Georgia  and  returned  to  Decatur  after  graduation  and 
worked  in  association  with  several  law  and  investment  firms 
including  his  own  in  the  area.  He  was  responsible  for  bringing 
considerable  investment  to  the  Decatur  area.  For  the  past  few 
years  he  has  remained  active,  writing  articles  for  the  Decatur- 
DeKalb  News  and  promoting  the  idea  of  a  "Henry  Grady  Day" 
to  honor  this  outstand'ng  Georgian.  Mr.  McKinney  was  the  author 
of  the  book  "Local  Government  in  DeKalb  County"  as  well  as 
numerous  articles  dealing  with  government  and  civic  matters. 

During  World  War  II,  Mr.  McKinney  was  appointed  to  serve  on 
the  Decatur  Selective  Service  Board.  He  was  active  in  the  Red 
Cross,  the  Community  Chest  and  was  one  of  DeKalb's  outstanding 
leaders  in  the  selling  of  War  Savings  Stamps  and  Bonds.  He 
was  later  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  service  of  the  U.  S. 
Treasury  Department  in  Washington  where  he  served  until  his 
retirement  in  1950. 

Mr.  McKinney  was  a  member  and  former  elder  in  the  Decatur 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  active  in  the  National  Association 
of  Retired  Civil  Service  Employees  organization,  a  member  of  the 
Pythagoras  Masonic  Lodge  and  a  member  of  the  former  Stone 
Mountain  Memorial  Committee. 

An  editorial  occasioned  by  Mr.  McKinney 's  death  had  the  fol- 
lowing tribute:  "When  some  men  pass  on  to  their  heavenly  re- 
ward, they  leave  behind  them  an  earthly  reputation  of  having 
left  the  world  a  better  place.  .  .  because  of  their  worthwhile  and 
constructive  life.  Such  a  man  was  Charles  D.  McKinney,  one  of 
Decatur's  most  respected  and  beloved  citizens.  .  .  .  Doing  his 
various  jobs  and  doing  them  well,  he  was  one  of  the  busiest  men 
in  the  area.  Teacher,  school  administrator,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  member  of  the  City  Council,  writer,  speaker  and 
attorney.  .  .  Mr.  McKinney  was  all  of  these  and  more.  Those 
who  knew  this  man  intimately  knew  him  as  a  friend  of  his  fellow- 
man  who  knew  the  meaning  of  Christianity  and  practiced  it  .  .  .  ." 

Survivors  are  his  son,  Charles  D.  McKinney,  Jr.,  a  sister,  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Gash  of  New  Orleans;  a  niece,  a  nephew,  and  two  grand- 
children. 

Burial  was   in   the   Decatur  Cemetery. 

MONTGOMERY.  Albertas  Gray  Montgomery,  '32,  of  Organ  Cave, 
Greenbrier  County,  West  Virginia,  died  on  January  16,  1959.  His 
death  was  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  when  he  was  thrown 
from  a  pickup  truck  in  which  he  was  riding.

Basketball   1958-1959 

The  1058-59  edition  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Tiger 
basketball  team  under  the  direction  of  Coach  Claude 
.Milam  compiled  an  overall  record  of  16  wins  and  10 
losses.  The  Bengals  finished  in  a  tie  for  second  in  the 
Virginia  Little  Eight  and  in  a  tie  for  eighth  in  the 
Mason-Dixon  conference  standings. 

The  26-game  slate  was  one  of  the  best  schedules  the 
Tigers  have  played  in  the  last  several  years,  and  despite 
the  fact  that  Hampden-Sydney  did  not  make  the  Mason- 
Dixon  tournament,  the  16-10  record  is  one  in  which  the 
school  and  team  can  take  pride. 

The  Tigers  played  one  of  the  most  representative 
schedules  of  any  Mason-Dixon  team,  engaging  the  top 
schools  from  both  the  Northern  and  Southern  divisions 
of  the  league.  Hampden-Svdnev's  M-D  record  was  an 
even  6  wins  and  6  losses.  In  an  extremely  close  and 
often  times  a  completely  unpredictable  Little  Eight 
race,  the  Tigers  were  dethroned  by  Randolph-Macon  as 
Little  Eight  champions.  The  Bengals  compiled  an  8-5 
Little  Eight  record,  good  for  a  second  place  tie  with 
Norfolk  Division  of  William  and  Mary. 

The  most  encouraging  note  on  the  basketball  picture 
at  H-S  is  that  the  entire  starting  team  and  every  re- 
serve  except  senior  Larry  Smith  will  be  back  for  next 
year's  play. 

The  Tigers  were  plagued  by  sickness  and  inability  to 
get  started  before  Christmas.  The  first  game  of  the  sea- 
son saw  the  Tigers  upset  by  Lynchburg,  72-69.  The 
hoopsters  also  fell  to  Randolph-Macon,  V.M.I.,  William 
and  Mary,  and  Norfolk  Division  in  the  December  slump. 
On  the  brighi  sill''  was  the  69-65  conquest  of  Roanoke

The  Tigers  came  alive  with  the  new  year,  starting 
January  second  and  third  at  the  Bridgewater  Invita- 
tional Tournament.  Coach  Milam's  cagers  swept  past 
Bridgewater,  Juniata  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Randolph- 
Macon  to  become  unofficial  champions  of  the  tourna- 
ment. 

From  then  on  out  the  Milammen  played  great  ball, 
losing  several  heartbreaking  key  games  to  Mt.  Saint 
Mary's,  Belmont  Abbey,  and  Randolph-Macon.  Two  of 
these  games  were  decided  by  but  two  points.  The  Tigers 
record  after  Christmas  was  13-5. 

In  a  four-game  stand  at  Gammon  Gym  in  January, 
Death  Valley  fans  were  treated  to  some  of  the  best 
basketball  ever  seen  at  Hampden-Sydney.  The  Bengals 
downed  Washington  and  Lee,  lost  a  62-60  heartbreaker 
to  Mt.  Saint  Mary's,  edged  Catholic  U.  70-69,  and 
dropped  an  encounter  to  undefeated  Belmont  Abbey. 
The  Abbey  game  was  one  of  the  most  exciting  in  recent 
years,  and  the  Tiger  faithful  supported  the  team  to 
the  hilt,  but  Abbey,  which  had  an  undefeated  season, 
pulled  the  game  out  in  the  final  minutes  67-58. 

The  Tiger  courtmen  pulled  one  of  the  biggest  upsets 
of  the  season  at  Lexington  in  downing  the  Kevdets 
78-68.  Several  weeks  later,  aga:n  in  Lexington,  the 
Tigers  were  forced  into  overtime  before  defeating 
W  &  L. 

Fighting  to  make  the  M-D  tournament,  the  Bengals 
scored  home  victories  over  Bridgewater  and  Lynchburg, 
and  then  closed  out  the  season  by  invading  Baltimore. 
Unable  to  get  rolling,  II-S  lost  the  first  game  of  the 
Northern    swing    to    Baltimore    V..   the    regular-season 
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league  champions,  65-55.  The  final  game  of  the  season 
found  the  rouudballers  trouncing  Johns  Hopkins  79-40, 
and  seemingly  earning  a  berth  in  the  tournament.  How- 
ever Washington  College  upset  Catholic  U.  to  finish 
with  a  7-7  record.  Both  Hampden-Sydney  and  Washing- 
ton finished  the  season  with  .500  average,  but  league 
rules  call  for  the  team  which  plays  the  most  games  to 
go  to  the  tournament,  so  Washington  nosed  out  the 
Tigers  for  the  eighth  spot  in  the  three-day  M-D  play 
held  at  Washington. 

Spark  plug  of  the  team  this  year  was  little  Leon 
Hawker,  the  5-7  guard  from  Danville.  The  three-year 
veteran  was  co-captain  of  the  squad  and  led  the  team 
in  scoring.  He  has  chalked  up  over  1,200  points  in  his 
three  years  for  the  Tigers. 

Juniors  Bucky  Dodson.  Gil  Sayres,  Vernelle  Martin, 
and  Bobby  Lloyd  all  played  key  roles  this  year  and  will 
return  for  another  year  on  the  hardwoods.  Sophomores 
Larry  Hammer  and  Bay  Tucker,  the  other  starters  for 
the  Tigers,  turned  in  a  good  season  and  will  lie  bails 
to  bolster  what  should  be  a  very  strong  team  next 
year.
